pendent refiners from distribu 
ting tbeir oil, ss they were uu 
able to erect storage tanks in all 
.of tbe towns to which they 
shipptdoil. 

“It has been tbe custom of the 
Standard Oil Company," said 
Prank S. Moncett, to have ibi* 
role adopted by the railroads in 
which it owns an inte f s’, ju-tas 
soon ss it is evident that inde¬ 
pendent refineriee are getting a 
foot bold in the field. It is the 
same method that has been used 
by tbe company in destroying 
competition in Eastern fields. 
The companies will accept de¬ 
murrage on any other class of 
freight than oil. Usually an in¬ 
dependent refiner ships his oil to 
a small towo in his own tank car, 
has the car switched to s side 
track sod unloads and sells from 
his wagons until the car is empty 
This rule, which it developed 
that all the western roads adopt 
ed,. would prevent that, and the 
Standard could have to itself 
every town io which the inde¬ 
pendent man did not want to 
erects tank.”
